The value of the metal handled and the number of depositors 
S&ecoumodated do pot justify the cost to the Government of support- 
ing all of the interior assay offices. Local pride in Feaerai it- 
stitutions and loss of patronuge would no doubt force the respect- 
ive members of Congress’ to Oppose tne closing of existing institu- 
tions in their districts. Political capita.woulu probably be 
made of sugi an wmpdpuler move ana it might be more advisable to 
avtempt to effest the closing of the three small assay offices in 
enotiier taan &@ campaign year. For years each party has generously 
relinguished pr passed on to the other ‘he opportunity to. venture 
upon so Certain a contest as the propose! to close the offices 
WOu.a develop. fhe argument would srobably be advauced in each 
Guse that the offices were really vital to the mining interests in 
the district. 


_ When the assay offices were established they did serve to 
encourege prospecting, to protect the miners from being exploited 
and to furnish the miners with receivingsstations for‘their pro- 
aust. No euch situation now exists. The offices were priimarily 
established to-care for individual miners when gold was mostly 
produced from placer mines. Little gold is now produced from such _ 
mines and mest of the’ deposits now coming to the ‘small assay offices 
‘gould be eared for by tha mints without causing great loys or’ hard- 
ship to the present patrons of tise smell offices.
